Yesterday tlio President sent an important 
Message to Congress in reference to the 
proposition of the Virginia Legislature to 
hold a Convention at Washington on the 4th 
of February, and the mission of ex-Prosident 
Tyler. The President thinks this Conven- 
tion ma}' bo tho means of preventing diin- 
culties, and ho urges Congress not to pass 
laws wliicli may bring on a conflict until the 
eflbrts of the Convention are tested. He says 
that his duty is to protect public property, 
and be will do so to the er.tent of his ability. 

The Georgia SL>ccssion Ordinance was pre- 
sented. Ivcrsioii withdrew. 

A sensation despatch in the N. Y. Herald 
says that Lincidn declared ho would suffer 
death before he would consent or adviso con- 
cessions, which looks like buying the privil- 
ege of taking possession of the, I'orts. .Vlso, 
that ft conspiracy to overthrow tl.s Govcrn- 
ninnt has been discovered at "Washington.

It is now positivelv settled that Mr. Lin- 
coln will depart for Washington on tho llth 
of February. He will go lieno3 via Lafa- 
yette to Indianapolis, whern ho will receive 
the hospitalities of the Indiana Legislature; 
thence tu! will proceed by way of Cincinna- 
ti, Columbus, Cleveland, li nlhilo and Albany 
to llarrisburi:, and thence direct to IJaltimore 
and tho Feder.il Caiiital ; but the tour to 
New York and Philadelphia is not impossi- 
ble. Arrangements tor special trains nil tho 
way through are being made, No military 
escort will be accepted. The entire journey 
is expected to bo made inside often days. 

The North ^lubHrnijins are opposed to 
secession, and de(dare they will not be 
coerced into it. North Carolina is doubtful.

ADDITIONAL FROM EUROPE.' 

The poor; demented King of Prussia has 
at last died. Hia unfortunate love of cham- 
pagne proved the bane of his life. The 
Prince Uogont is now King, and, it is ex- 
pected, will inaugurate somo important re- 
forms immediately. He had issued a pro- 
clamation, in wipch, after paying a warm 
tribute to tho lato King, ho ("eclares himself 
faithful to the traditions of his house, and 
desirous of protecting the Constitution, ele- 
vating and strengthening his people, and 
ailvancing their position among the German 
States. He ssys that confidence in peace 
has been shaken, but he will endeavor to 
preserve it. He eonoludes by asking for 
courage and confidenoa by his people. 

One of the Ministers in tho Sa.vony cham- 
bers asserted that all the Federal Govern- 
I. rents were ready to act in accordance with 
Prussia in tho Danish question, niid, if 
necessat)', to take the field. 

Three now iron-cased ships were ordered 
and commenced at Toulon. 

The London Morning Herald^s Paris cor- 
respondence says that by the beginning of 
March France will possess ah army of 140,' 
000 men, reaily to march at a few hours' 
notice, besides the Imperial Guard, •iO.OOO 
strong, kept on a sirung war fooling. Iriad- 
ditiori, -100, 000 men are under arms unbrig- 
aded in the garrisons of the empire. 

G.iKTA, Jan. 5. — Shells thrown by the 
Sardinians penetrated the room over lhat 
occupied by the King. His .Ministers insist 
that be shall remove his quarters. Shells 
also reached the Central Hospital. . 

A Pesth telegram says that the Govern- 
ment had resolved to adopt a provisional 
electorate law for Hungary on the ba.sis of 
tho 5th ariitde of tho law of 1848. Tho 
Hungarian diet was to assetnble^on the 2nd 
of April. 

Tho dismissal of Safeic Pacha by the 
Turki.^h Govcnimeiil had been rescinded. 

The news from Servia reported increasing 
disquiet there. 

Lord Palmerston in a speech at South- 
ampton, had referroil to the situation of 
ail'air.s in America. He said there was too 
much reason to fear lhat the I.'nion, which 
had conduceil so much to the proKperity of 
the nation, was in diuiger of disruption. He 
e.vpressed a further hope, that whether the 
Union Was maintained o; dissolved, it would 
be aeconiplished by amicable means, so 
that the world might bo spared the afllict- 
ing spectacle of hostile conflict between 
brothers. 

Quito a panic prevailed in somo parts of 
Liverpool, on the 9th January. Rumors 
were afloat that a mob had tiroken into bak- 
er's shops and heli)ed ihem-idves, owing lo 
the advance in the prices of broad, and the 
siifipension of labor in consequence of tlie 
severity of the we.nher, and that a regular 
riot had broken out. A lar;;e number of 
»ho[).i were clofied, and feelings ot al.irrn 
prevaileii iu the cily. The reports, however, 
proved groundleas, and conlideiico was great- 
ly restored. 

There had been no break in the severity 
of the weattier, and navigation was getting 
more and more dillieult. Some parts of the 
Thames were choked up with ice, and the 
entrances to tho docks had to be kept open 
by sti'nmings. 

The reliremeiit nf M. ThouveacI from tho 
Foreign Ollico ( France) was again rumored. 

The Constitutiomul says that in the event 
of the French fleet leaving Gaeta, it will 
cruise for a lime in llin Adriatic. 

Advices from (i.iela prior to the present 
armistice, statu lhal tho Piedmonteso were 
constructing new batteries only 500 y.irds 
from the fortresi. It was said lhat the Cab- 
inet at Turin had resolved lo lolerato the 
iiilei verntion of no niher power than France, 
and resist by force any event of llio kind. It 
was not true that the French fleet at Gaeta 
would be replaced by a Russian fleet. 

Tho Wiiiternhnrg al/oni<eu'' says tho Sar- 
dinian Government will sliorlly give notice 
to tho German Diel of the formation of an 
Italian Kingdom, and that thereupon tho

ADDITIONAL STATES ITEMS. 

The secession spirit has broken out among 
boys at St. Timothy's Hall Institute, kept by 
Mr. Van Bokkelon, near Baltimore. The 
principal being suspected of anti-slavery 
views, lilt! small boys commenced linng 
pistols, etc., and when they weru taki;n in 
hand by the teachers, the larger ones took 
possession of the arsenal and turned the guns 
upon tho school, Tlio school is broken up 
temporarily, most of the Soulhern boys hav- 
ing left. It has combined military with 
other instructions. 

The following sensation " dispatch, un- 
der date of January 27, appears in the New 
Y'ork Herald, from its Washington corrcs- 
pondent : 

I learn from a genlleman who had an in- 
terview with Mr. Lincoln, at Sj)ringlield, [ 
williiii the past week, that the latter, in dis- 
cus,-irig tho existing state of aflairs, express- 
ed himself as follows: " I will suffer death 
before 1 will consent, or will advise ujy 
frieiuls to consent, to any concession or 
compromise wdiich looks like buying the 
privih'ge of taking possession of the forts of 
this (Jovernment, to which it tias a constitu- 
tional right; beeauso, whalevcr 1 might 
think of the merit of the various proposiiions 
before Congress, I should regard coiice.s.-sion 
in th j face of menaces the destruction of the 
Government itself, and tho consent on all 
hands that our system shall be brought 
down to a level wiih tho disorgaiiiZBd state 
of .Mexico. Hut tlii* tiling' w-ill hereafter 
111!, as it is now, in the hands of the people, 
and if they desire to call a cnnveniion to re- 
move any grievances conipliiined of, or to 
give iiow'guaranlees for the performance of 
vested rights, it is not my desire to oppose." 

In this conversation, Mr. I^incoln urged 
no objection to the Border Stale or Etheridge 
propositions, as a future basis of agreement, 
if the Ri.'piiblicaiis. as a party, desire.

The news the Oregon is still freighted 
vrith gloomy, inteliigenoe for the safety of 
the Great Republic. The irrepressible 
•oonfliel" appears at hand. At previous ad- 
vices South Carolina and Alabama. only, had 
seceded. Since then Georfjia has passed a 
secession ordinance. Louisiuiia, Fiurida, 
and Missiesippi have eta this in all probii- 
bilily followeiJ. So far then as an act of 
those powers are concerned they are already 
foreign States to the United States. The 
Federal Government however does not nor 
will not recognize peaceable secession, e.x- 
cept by an amendment to the constitution. 
A remarlcable letter written bjr.Breokenrid<;e, 
ex-oandidata for the Pmidency,to Governor 
Majgofiin of Kentuckj, recommending him 
to call a State convention, indicates the 
impossibility of a compromise. He says, 
"the resolute, controlling spirits of the lie- 
publican party are opposed to such a com- 
'promise as the South will be satisfied with; 
and instead of peaceable secession, aim at 
coercing the slave States to remain within 
the Union." 

On the other hand, Mr. Seward, of New 
York, predicts a settlement of the slavery 
question within thirty days. It is apparent, 
however, that the President is not so fully 
convinced of such a result; for, in response 
to Virginia to call a National Convention at 
Washington on the-lth oT February, lie urged 
in a special message to Congress the post- 
ponement of the pa.ssaijd of any law on ihe 
subject till after the Convention meets. lie 
appears to entertain more hopes of Ihe Con- 
vention to calm the storm which is raging 
so fearfully, than of Congress. Secession, 
however, appears to be gaining ground. 
Maryland has asked for a State Convention. 
If not called by the Governor, the people 
will call one. And the indications are that 
it will side with the South, particularly if 
Virginia takes that direction. If the Na- 
tional Convention at \Vasliitij^tnn fails to 
make an amicable setllenictit of existing diffi- 
culties, the probabilitiefi are that secession 
will be reduced simply to the qiinslion, Shall 
the South be allowed lo seotdi^ peaceably, or 
shall she be coerccil into submission lo the 
Federal Constitution and laws 7 The New 
York Tribune, the great organ (if the Repub- 
lican party, and .Mr. Seward in his speech, 
have declared against coercion. As ihe lat- 
ter will, in all probiihilily, Lo Mr. Lincoln'.s 
Secretary of .Slate, the policy of the incom- 
ing Administration, like Buchanan's govern- 
ment, will be peace instead of war. The 
n-jn and not the sword, will sever the 
Union, if severed at all ; and thus will be 
saved the calamity of a civil war. 

llhode Island, and, we believe, Ohio, have 
repealed their Personal Liberty Bills, and 
thus allow the Fugitive Slave Law to be en- 
forced in its fullness by the Fodnral Govern- 
ment. If other Northern Stales follow iheir 
example— rcpealin-: tlieir Personal Liberty 
Bills— the South iray be appeased in some 
degree. But it is ditlicull to sae how Ihat 
their repeal will stop secession. The Crit- 
tenden resolutions, guaranleeing OG" 30', as 
the line beyond which slavery cannot go 
north, and south of wtiicli in the Terrilories, 
a.s in tho Slates, .shivery must be protect- 
ed, may pass Con/jrcss. 

Tho fear however is that th'; Republican 
party will not consent to its p.issage. Their 
doctrine if* to cnnliiu: slavery to its present 
limits; whilst tho South jealous of the 
growing majority at the North, looks to the 
extension of slavery to acquire a balance of 
power by the acquisition of Cuba and other 
tropical countries. Were the present difli- 
cttlty settled, it would only be temporarily. 
The North is anti'slatrery, and the South 
pto-slavery ; and the moment the South 
would attempt to add a new slave State to 
their confederacy, the issue would be opened 
again. Even Breckcniidge holds that tho 
South cannot relinquish her rights to tho 
Southern e.\iension of slavery. To this the 
masses of the North arn opposed. Wo re- 
gret to say Iho iiidiciUion.s nro that dissolu- 
tion must come at no distant day. The 
peaceable disnuMnbetnient of tho Union 
would bo far hotter than civil war, for already 
Kuropn i,s alN^cted by tin: struggle. England 
and Francu are already feeling; its ofl'ects ; 
and should secession enil in civil war, tho 
financial shock will not only shako Ihe States 
lo ihcir foundation.bat the great cotton inter, 
est of Kngland also. MlBory ctl both Mot 
of Ihi) Atlantic cannot but be th* resuV. Ot

Murder by a FaiSKR RiviinrTE.— Jona- 
than Gavitt, ono of the '58 pioneers of Fra- 
aer River, is accused of having murdered 
Joseph L. White, of the Nicaragua Steam- 
ship Company, at Realejo, Nicaragua, 
Jan. 5th, by shooting him with a revolver. 
Whits lingered fur seven days before he 
died. The murder was committed in a 
most cowardly manner. Gavitt was former- 
ly a glass and crockery merchant in San 
Fnmcisco, and about fifteen years ago was 
Adjutant General of the MasiaoKuBelts State 
Militia. Many miners will rensernber . him 
as having been among the first white miners 
who succeeded, in reaobing; the • Canoe 
Country in the summer of 18S8; where he 
worked hard, but met with small returns for 
his labor. His nock is considered to bo in 
great danger.
